every ton of soft coal. 
The poorest 
grades of Ohio slack, mine run and 
lump bituminous coal sell at from 
$7.50 to $9 a net ton at the mines, with 
the prospect of going still higher. 
Coal from Pittsburgh, West Virginia 
and Kentucky fields costs from $8.50 
to $13 a net ton at the mines. These 
prices average three times the gov­ 
ernment prices in effect April I. They 
are prices of coal as it comes from 
the mines.
